Modernization and electrification 
of farm homes should be one of 
\Chnadals jnajor post-war object- 
ives, Hon, J L Ilsley, Minister of 
Finance, old the Houhe of Com- 
mons as he introduced amendments 
to the Bank act. : ’ 

Among the changes is an amend. 
ment to permit chartered banks to 
finance farm: improvements, such 
as new implements, modernization 
of farm homes, drainage and fenc- 
ing programs. 


To encourage banks to make 
loans for this purpose he sald, the 
the Government will guarantee the 
loans. Maximum interest rate fs 
five per cent simple interest. 


Through this new procedure, Mr. 
Ilsely said,“we shall be making a 
real contribution to the reduction 
in the price of farm machinery and 


to th economical conduct of the 
farming industry.” 
Mr. Ilsely said fishermen also

the armed forces and those of the 
‘special’ nature from corporations 
or individuals. Returns from the 
cities of Red Deer, Medicine Hat 
and Wetaskiwin are included, he 
said, since these are entirely de- 
pendent upon and serve only the 
rural people. 


Nor was this splendid progress 
restricted to a small group of war 
finance units. Of the 112 strictly 
rural units, only four failed to in- 
crease the number of bond sales, 
and only five did not improve their 
percentage of quota obtained. 


Painting out that while, gener- 
ally speaking, the areas of the ru- 
ral units are the same during the 
current loan as they were for the 
Fifth Victory bond issue, a few of 
the units had changed their bound- 
aries and thus officials were unable 
to make complete comparisons with 
justice to all, Mr, Osborne stated 
that in actual increase in the num- 
ber of subscribers the Stettler unit 
led the field with an improvement 
of 424 applications; Milk River 
bettered its position by 290; Stony 


Plain, 287; Edgerton 288 and Mag-

Canning Without Sugar 


"Fruit can be canned in water in- 
stead of Syrup without inany way af- 
fecting the ease of canning, the keep- 
ing quality of the fruit, wholesome- 
ness of the product.” 


-The above is an expert opinion taken from a a 
Government Bulletin. 
During periods when sugar has been scarce ordear, 
many householders have canned without sugar, and 
found it very satisfactory. 


Sugar when used raw is a much more effective 
sweetener than when cooked. It is far more econo- 
mical to add sugar, to suit the taste of the user of 
the fruit, than to put the sugar in at the time for 
canning. 


without sugar, it will allow of a larger 
quantity being canned, because if raw sugar is 
used, instead of the sugar being cooked with the 
fruit, a smaller quantity is required to produce the 
same sweetening. 


Further, if the fruit is in the homes, canned, there 
willbe opportunities to sweetenit from the ordinary 
sugar ration, when used. 


Another plan would be tocan, using a very much 
lighter syrup than usual, and adding whatextra raw 
sugar may be requisite whenserved. 

Besides thesaving of sugar mentioned, there will be 
afurther saving, as many people, when able to swee- 
ten to taste, would use less sugar than the average 
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
